TAFT UPHOLDS TRUST LAW 


Answering Ingalis, He Declares Sher- 
man Act Is More in Need of Be- 
ing Enforced Than Repealed. 


The annual dinner of the National Civic 
Federation at the Hotel Astor last night 
was a love feast between capital and 
labor, It also brought together William 
Howard Taft, the President-elect, and 
Samuel Gompers, President of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

‘I want it understood,” said President 
Gompers, who spoke early in the evening, 
“that President-elect Taft will be my 
President as much as he is President for 
any man in the United States.”’ 

**I am glad Mr. Gompers said I should 
be his President as much as the Presi- 
dent of any man in this country,” de- 
clared My. Taft, speaking at the close of 
the evening. ‘ All differences which ex- 
isted before the election shall be wiped 
out when I become President.”

SEIZES WIRE AND IS KILLED. 


Boy’s Companions, Helpless to Aid, 


See Him Die by Electricity.

NEW ROCHELLE, Dec, 15.—Thirteen- 
year-old Freddie Wentz, son of Frederick 
Wentz, a brewery agent, was killed by 
electricity here to-night while several 
young companions looked on. 

Freddie and several other boys were 
playing on the North Street bridge over 
the New Haven Railroad tracks, under 
which are the heavily charged wires of 
the New Haven’s overhead electric sys- 
tem. There 1s a guy wire extending from 
the top of a tall telegraph pole to an an- 
chor on theebridge, and the boys of the 
neighborhood have been in the habit of 
climbing up this wire. To-night young 
Wentz and another lad named Tegemier 
decided to see which could climb the high- 
er. Freddie could not reach the wire, so 
he climbed up ona galvanized ashcan and 
then seized hold of the guy wire. In- 
stantly his companions heard a scream 
and saw him writhing in the air. Then 
he fell to the ground and was carried into 
Koliman’s drug store, but Dr. James H. 
Brennan, who was there, said’ he was 
dead. 

Just as the boy took hold of the wire, 
witnesses say, the electric lights were 
turned on. Coroner Wiesendanger is. try- 
ing to find out whether the guy wire was 
charged from an electric light wire, or 
whether there was a leak in one of the 
main feeder wires of the railroad com- 
pany, which js charged with 11,000 volts, 
and a connection in some manner was 
made, the boy receiving the full voltage.

He declared in his 
speech last night amid applause that if 
he could not accomplish what he hoped 
by his work with the Federation he would 
go back to the miners, for their interests 
were still his. 

Taft Favors Anti-Trast Law. 


All of the addresses were informal, 
nearly all of the speakers referring to 
each other by name. Mr. Taft took up 
in his address a statement made earlier 
in the evening by M. E. Ingalls, Chair- 
man of the board of the Big Four Rail- 
road, though he did not mention Mr. 
Ingalls’s name. The reference, however, 
proved one of the features of the evening, 
for there was a distinct clash of opinion 
as to the Sherman anti-trust law. Mr. 
Ingalls had declared that the Sherman 
law, enacted twenty years ago, should 
be wiped off the statute books. 

Mr. Taft said he could not let the op- 
portunity pass without expressing the con- 
viction’ that the Sherman taw needed 
more to be enforced than repealed. He 
declared that combinations of capital 
were certainly necessary for the success 
of large businesses, but that a law was 
needed to prevent such combinations from 
ebusing the privilege. The ZJuests were 
plainly divided on the subject, for both 
opinions, that expressed by Me Ingalls 
and that held by Mr. Taft, were loudly 
applauded. 

Though President Low did not introduce 
Mr. Taft until last, and it was la‘« when 
the President-elect began to speak, not a 
person left the room until he had conclud- 
ed his address. Mr. Taft said in part: 

Mr. Taft’s Address. 


“Mr. Andrew Carnegie was introduced 
as a captain of industry. I did not have 
the pleasure of knowing him then; there- 
fore I think he belongs to me or to my 
class of itinerant preachers. I have 
spoken with him twice behind a 
Methodist pulpit, and this enclosure now 
looks not unlike something ecclesiastical. 

“It is a great pleasure to be here in this 
company. There are possibly some gen- 
tlemen that before the election it would 
not have been right for me to have been 
closely associated with, but with the mix- 
ture that is here the association is entire- 
ly safe. 

“Time was, aS the last speaker has 
most eloquently said, when everybody 
who employed labor was opposed to the 
labor union when it was regarded as a 
menace. That time, I am glad to say, 
has largely passed away, and the man to- 
day who opposes an organization of labor 
should be relegated to the last century. 
It has done marvels for labor, and will 
doubtless do more. And what it will do 
for labor more is in the very particulars 
pointed out by the last speaker. 

“It will, I doubt not, avoid that reduc- 
tion to a dead level of all workingmen, 
whether shiftless or earnest in their work, 
and will by the force of publie opinion in 
the union itself enable the men in the 
union to feel that the inequality that 
there may be, inequalities many of them 
brought about by the difference in energy, 
by the difference in application to labor, 
and that it shall not prove to have that 
effect of leveling down, but shall en- 
courage in leveling up, and that those 
= lead in energy can have the leader- 
ship. 

“There was a time, on the other hand, 
when those who led labor in the interest 
of labor thought that the introduction 
of machinery was against the interests 
of labor. Many a tragedy, mariy a con- 
troversy, arose from that, but by careful 
consideration and discussion, that has 

en eliminated, and ceases to be a cause 

contention between the two. 

“Now I feel some hesitation and em- 
barrassment in getting up to talk on some 
of the subjects that have been mentioned 
to-night. am sworn, or expect to be 
sworn if I live, to uphold the constitution 
of the United States, and I think, in ex- 
pectation of that obligation, I ought to 
Tally to the defense of that poor, bat- 
tered old instrument under discussion to- 
night. 


Wouldn't Repeal Sherman Act. 


“ Now. I am no@either, quite ready to 
part with the Anti-Trust act, the Sher- 
man act. I quite agree that it probably 
needs amendment, but I venture to think 
that the amendments need not be ex- 


tensive, and that it is more important to 
enforce it than to repeal it. 

‘*T agree that the combinations of cap- 
ital are abscluteiy necessary to the prog- 
ress of the business world, but I also in- 
sist that those combinations may be used, 
or rather may be abused, to the detriment 
of the public, and we must have on the 
statute books something to- prevent and 
punish those abuses. 

“But now there is one additional sug- 
gestion I would like to make. It has been 
exceedingly agreeable to me to meet here 
at this board Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Gompers, 
and other leaders of labor. I trust that 
they know--but I hope I do not attribute 
to myself unwarrantably—that what hap- 
frened before the election. so far as my 
conduct is concerned with reference to 
any citizen of the United States~-as Pres- 
ident of the United States—is wiped out as 
f it never was. 2 

“I thank Mr. Gompers for saying that 
I am his President as much as I am any- 
body's President. In the next Congress 
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Sunday afternoon edition next Sunday 
has drawn forth a protest signed among 
others by Cardinal Gibbons, President 
Remsen of Johns Hopkins University, 
Rabbi Adolf Guttmacher, Rabbi Willlam 
Rovenau, United States District Attorney 
Rose, the Rev. John T. Stone, the Rev. 
Arthur Kinsolving, and the Rev. Dr. Oli- 
ver Huckel. This is the protest: 


The undersigned desire to enter a most 
earnest protest against the intrusion thus 
threatened upon the quiet and restfulness 
of Sunday. 

The signers are not only of all varieties 
of religious belief, or opinion, but also 
represent widely differing views as to the 
way in which the day of rest can best be 
made to promote the _ great purposes 
which {it serves. But they are all emphati- 
cally agreed in regarding the publication 
sale, and distribution of a newspaper on 
Sunday as a wholly unnecessary disturb- 
ance of the character of the day; a dis- 
turbance not warranted by any public need, 
since the operations of Government, busi- 
ness, and sport are alike suspended on Sun- 
day. They therefore feel it their duty to 
declare that if the publisher of The News 
should carry out the proposed innovation, he 
would, in their judgment, thereby make him- 
self responsible for a most serious injury 
to the public welfare and invite the con- 
demnation of all thoughtful citizens of Bal- 
timore, irrespective of religious belief or 
affiliation. 


Other prominent clergymen and citizens 
have signed the protest. 


OLD CONDUCTORS DROPPED. 


The Jersey Central Had Missed Nickels 
Paid for Short-Ride Fares.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Dec. 15.—Six rf .s- 
senger conductors, one of whom has been 
more than thirty years in the service of 
the road, and all of whom have held their 
places for long terms, have been sum- 
marily discharged by the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey in the last week. The 
reason in every case has been their failure 
to account for petty cash fares collected 
on their trains, the amounts falling as 
low as 10 or 15 cents. It is not known 
that any of the men have asked for 
further specifications than those upon 
which ther were dismissed. 

Stealing in large amounts has been ren- 
dered difficult, for Jersey Central con- 
ductors, by the system of collecting 10 
cents excess from each passenger for 
every cash fare paid on the trains, the 
rebate check, issued in return, which 
may be cashed at any ticket office, being 
punched to show every detail of the trans- 
action. 

In cases of short hauls between way 
stations, however, the company has 
hitherto permitted conductors to dispense 
with this proceeding when it might delay 
the train. Instead, they must turn in the 
fares and a memorandum of their own 
setting forth the amount and -circum- 
stances. ‘ 


YOUNG HARTJESELLS PEANUTS 


Mrs. HartjJe Wants Husband Sient to 
Jail for Failing to Pay Alimony.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 15. — Augustus 
Hartje, the paper manufacturer, whose 
wife, Mary Scott Hartje, was granted alli- 
mony at the rate of $416.66 per month, has 
defaulted in payments. He has been or- 
dered to show cause why he should not be 
sent to jail in contempt of court. 

Hartie alleges in statements filed by his 
lawyers that his wife did not make good 
use of the money that he gave her, that 
she wus not giving proper attention to his 
children, and that his son Scott, instead 
of having been sent to school, has been 
peddling peanuts in a Pittsburg theatre. 

Hartje alleges further that Mrs. Hartje 
has made no effort to keep the terms of 
an agreement that he was to have his 
children half of the time. To this Mrs. 
Hertie replies through her lawyers that 
when the children do go to see their 
father he tells them untruths concerning 
her. 

Lawyers for both Mr. anu Mrs. Hartje 
appeared in court this afternooen on the 
court's order. It was decided that on Dec. 
30 there would be a hearing, when the 
Hartje children, Scott and Mary, would 
testify as to their treatment by their 
parents. j 


$89,000 FOR SON’S DEFENSE. 


Mrs. Hargis Mortgaged Her Home to 
Raise It,

to-day in readiness for the trial, which 
begins to-morrow. Both Y ear mre rsccacyys and 
defense are fully prepared. 

Hargis’s lawyers will try to prove that 
their client’s father was choking him 
when the shots were fired that killed the 
elder Hargis.

The professional Marathon title changed 
hands last night at Madison Square Gar- 
den after one of the most sensational con- 
tests ever witnessed in this country, when 
Thomas Longboat, the Canadian Indian, 
ran Dorando Pietri, the Italian cham- 
pion, off his feet until the latter fell to 
the track exhausted half a mile from the 
finish of the race. As a contest it was 
unsurpassed in the history of American 
long-distance running, and as a spectacle 
it was replete with thrilling interest and 
heart-stirring incidents, 

The contest was practically finished 
after the men had traveled twenty-five 
miles and four laps. Dorando led during 
the early stages of the race, but the In- 
dian could have taken the lead any time 
he desired, He, however, permitted his 
opponent to cut out the pace on suffer- 
ance, During the latter stages of the race 
Lohgboat several times took the lead 
away from the Italian. Satisfied that he 
had accurately gauged his opponent's 
measure, Longboat brought the race to a 
sensational finish when he was ready. 


Longboat Starts His Run, 

Dorando led by a couple of yards at 
the twenty-fifth mile, but one lap later re- 
linguished the lead to Longboat. The 
latter, amid tumultuous applause, length- 
ened his stride and began to draw fur- 
ther ahead. Dorando kept pluckily at 
his task for three laps, when the Indian 
showed his real speed and began to leave 
the Italian behind. It was a frantic, 
futile struggle for Dorando. He swerved 
as his legs weakened and then- staggered 
and finally fell to the track exhausted. 

There was a glassy stare in Dorando’s 
eyes as his brother and a trainer rushed 
to the track to he!p him to his feet. He 
was urged to make another effort, but 
was unable to stand, and fell back help- 
less in his brother's arms. He was too 
far gone to speak, and in response to the 
repeated urging simply shook his head. 
As he was carried to his dressing room 
he fainted, and was unconscious for some 
time 

Meanwhile dismay spread throughout 
the ranks of the Italian supporters of 
Dorando, while the admirers of Longboat 
cheered themselves hoarse as the Indian 
continued the race alone. The last two 
laps were covered at a remarkable rate 
of speed, and when the pistol announced 
the finish of the thrilling contest, Long- 
boat was Overwhelmed with congratu- 
lations, and cheered to the echo. He 
was not the tottering Indian that quit the 
Olympic Marathon .in London, but the 
embodiment of the true athlete, and he 
lived up to the best traditions of the In- 
dian race. He returned to his dressing 


room comparatively fresh, after covering 
the distance in 2:45:05 2-5, or forty-five 
seconds slower than the time for the 
Dorando-Hayes race. 

The finish of the race was a repetition 
of the sensational scenes that marked the 
first race last month. Frantic enthusiasts 
threw discretion and decorum to the winds 
and it is questionable whether such a 
scene was ever witnessed in the amphi- 
theatre. The “ Viva Italia!" of the last 
race was replaced by the ‘Indian yell,” 
and the stout-hearted redman was hailed 
as the greatest distance runner of the age. 

The race served to bring together two 
former bitter enemies, Richard Croker 
and ‘ Bill’ Devery. The ex-leader of 
Tammany and the former Chief of Police 
had not exchanged a word for seven 
years, but when Mr. Croker entered the 
building at the end of the fifth race, he 
was ushered to a box next to that oc- 
cupied by Mr. Devery. The latter turned 
around at the moment Mr. Croker entered 
the box, and the latter meeting the glance 
held out his hand, which was quickly 

rasped by Devery, and the wound of 
ong standing was healed. 

The receipts of the race were $15,000, 
of which the contestants each received 25 
per cent., or $3,750. In addition, Longboat 
cee the gold championship medal 
presented by the Italians of New York.

It was charged that the swindlers were 
protected, or, at least, ignored, by the 
policemen on duty about the doors, and 
as long as there were applicants for ad- 
mission the sale of worthless tickets 
went on. The tickets in some cases were

Snyder denied, to-night that he had mar- 
ried the couple.

MOTHER PUNISHES RANCHMAN 


Marks Him with Bullets and Whips 
Him for Attack on Daughter.

ST, LOUIS, Mo., Dec. 15.—A dispatch 
from Buffalo, Wyo., says that because of 
an attack upon her fourteen-year-old 
daughter Mrs. Frederick Graf, a ranch 
owner, almost flogged to death Herbert 
Arnold, a wealthy ranchman, near Buf- 
falo. 

Mrs. Graf, armed with a revolver and a 
quirt, drove to Arnold’s ranch, accompa- 
nied by one of her cowboys. Finding that 
Arnold had started for Sheridan, she set 
out in pursuit. She overtook him quickly 
and at the point of her pistol compelled 
him and two friends to alight from their 
wagon. Then she commanded Arnold to 
hold up his hands. When he had done so 
she clipped off a bit of his ear and grazed 
his cheek with two bullets. 

Next Mrs. Graf tied Arnold as cowboys 
are accustomed to “ hog tie ’’ steers. With 
her quirt she lashed the ranchman until 
his face, shoulders, and back were a mass 
of cuts and bruises and life was nearly 
extinct. 


GOV. CAMPBELL’S ULTIMATUM 


Tells Delegations That Liquor and 
Gambling Laws Must Be Obeyed.

DALLAS, Texas, Dee. 15.—Delegations 
from San Afitonio and Galveston, which 
had feared that Gov. Campbell would 
send State rangers to enforce tLe anti-gam- 
bling, Sunday closing, and liquor laws in 
the two cities, called on the Governor at 
Austin to-day. They wished to adjust 
matters for their respective towns and 
have drastic action on the part of the 
State avoided. 

Gov. Campbell would promise nothing, 
simply declaring that the iaws must be 
obeyed. Gambling, he was told, ‘was 
stopped to-day. He said this condition 
must continue. He told the delegation 
that the Sunday -closing and liquor laws 
must be oL.,rved next Sunday, otherwise 
the public need not be surprised at severe 
action. This was taken ,to be an ulti- 
matum on Gov, Campbell's part.

She said that she was 
a trained nurse, with instructions to give 
the infant into Miss Robbins’s hands 
Both the parents of the baby had died, 
she said, and in their wili left their child 
to Miss Robbins. The nurse brought 
papers which bore her out. The in- 
structor had not heard of the death of 
her friends.

REMAINS ARE FOUND 
QF EARLIEST MAN 


Skull and Other Bones Dating 
from the Glacial Period Are 
Unearthed in France. 


LIVED IN AGE OF MAMMOTH 


Has Points of Resemblance to Monkey, 
Gorilla,and Chimpanzee, but Brain De- 
velopment Is That of Human Being.

PARIS, Dec. 15.—Human | remains 
that are believed to be the oldest in ex- 
istence have been discovered by two 
priests at Chapelle Aux Saints, in 
Southwest France. 

They consist of a skull and other 
bones, which M. Perrier, Director of the 
Paris Museum of Natural History, de- 
clares to be the earliest vestiges of man 
in the world. He assigns them to the 
pleistocene or glacial period. 

The skull of this supposed earliest 
man shows practically no forehead and 
has several simian characteristics, but 
the chin is unlike a monkey’s, and the 


skull, although the walls are very thick, 


had @ greater capacity than a mon- 
key’s. The jaw was very long, and the 
face could have possessed very Httle 
mobility. 

This supposedly earliest’ man could 
never have laughed. 

M. Perrier read to the Academy of 
Sciences to-day a learned paper on the 
subject by Prof. Marcellin Boulé, In- 
Structor in Palaeontology at the Mu- 
s5eum of Natural History, from which it 
would appear that the skull is of a form 
intermediary between that of the mon- 
key and man. 

The crown resembles that of the skull 
of a gorilla, while the facial bones are 
analogous rather to those of the chim- 
|}panzee. The lower jaw is elongated, 
like the muzzle of a lower animal. The 
chin retreating, and the occipital 
cavity has the same form and is in the 
|same position as in the case of the 
| monkey. The general character of the 
j}head, as well as that of several of the 
limbs found among the débris un- 
earthed by the two priests, tend to 
|prove that the creature must have had 
some difficulty in standing upright. 

Prof. Boulé concludes, however, that 
owing to the evident size and develop- 
| ment of the brain, the animal belongs 
to the human race. 
| This. alleged fossil man was found in 
| pleistocene formation in the upper 
layer of tertiary beds; that is to say, 
jhe belongs to the epoch of the mam- 
moth. 
| Prof. Boulé's paper, as commented 
| upon by M. Perrier, aroused the keen- 
jest interest among the members of the 
; Academy of Sciences, who were allowed 
}to examine the various pieces discov- 
}ered by the two priests. The skull is 
extraordinarily like the famous skull 
discovered about the middle of the last 
century at Neanderthal, Germany.

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OTHER PLEISTOCENE REMAINS. 


|Prof. Hayes Says They Prove Man 

Lived in the Glacial Period. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 15.—Dr. C. Willard 
| Hayes, chief geologist of the Geologial 
| Survey, said to-night that the discovery 
of the remains of a man of the pleisto- 
cene period'in France furnishes additional 
proof of the existence of human life on 
the earth at the time of the great glacial 
movements. Similar remains have occa- 
sionally been found in widely separated 
parts of Europe, he said, and there is 
now no room for doubt that human life 
several degrees above the monkey stage 
of development co-existed with the gla- 
clers. . 

The most notable specimen of the hu- 
man life of the period found heretofore 
is the remains of what was known as the 
‘* Neanderthal man,” the skull and a part 
of the Skeleton of a man discovered at 
Neanderthal, Germany. thirty years ago. 
That primitive citizen, said Dr. Hayes, 
was distinctly ‘‘low browed,’’ but his 
skull showed unmistakable signs of intel- 
ligence. 

Besides the remains of the pleistocene 
men, said Dr. Hayes, in a few rare in- 
stances their implements have been dis- 
covered. These, too, are confined to Eu- 
rope, which is the only continent so far 
that can boast of this early ‘* civilization.’”’ 
The implements have uniformly been 
found in glacial deposits. They are of 
the roughest of the rough stone or paleo- 
lithic implements, made mostly of bits of 
slate or flint or bone, scarcely shaped at 


all. 
In America there have been several 
claims advanced as to discoveries of the 


known race of human beings, but 





so far, said Dr. Hayes, no remains have 
passed the careful scrutiny of the scien- 
tists. The best known of these cases was 
the discovery several years ago of a skull 
at Lansing, Kan. For a long time that 
was considered the skull of a prehistoric 
man, but of tate scientific opinion has 
pretty well agreed that it was the skull 
of an early Indian, dating back not more 
than 300 years. 


DISCOVERY MAY BE IMPORTANT. 


Science-Always Hoping for Evidences 
of Missing Link, Says Prof. Kemp. 


J. F. Kemp, Professor of Geology in 
Columbia University, while receiving the 
report of the discovery of human remains 
of the pleistocene period in France, with 
some reserve said last night that if these 
bones did belong to the glacial period, and 
combined the characteristics of the 
monkey and man, they were an important 
discovery, for science was always hoping 
to find evidences of the missing link be- 
tween man and the lower animals. 

He said he remembered a similar find 
of bones some years ago in the Dutch 
West Indies, though he could not remem- 
ber that they were productive of any 
noteworthy advance in scientific knowl- 
edge.

ootprints, supposedly of human beings, 
had been found there in a stratum of the 
earth supposed to belong tq the glacial 
period, Prof. Kemp did not believe that 
this find was of any ‘scientific impor-

Final Stock List Not There.

These statements sometimes appeared In 
the editorials, sometimes in the news col- 
fumns, sometimes in the shape of contri- 
butions from individuals either unknown 
or known to be of bad character.

Fy Wants Pulitzer Prosecuted. 


The real offender is Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, 
editor and proprietor of The World. While 
‘the criminal offense of which Mr. Pulitzer 

“has been guilty is in form a libel upon 
individuals, the great injury done is in 
blackening the good name of the Amer- 

‘ican people. It should not be left to a 

‘private citizen to sue Mr. Pulitzer for 
libel. He should be prosecuted for libel 
by the Governmental authorities. In point

I recall your attention to 
the report and opinion of the Attorne 
General rendered to me, dated Oct. . 
1902, with the accompanying documents 
and exhibits. 

I call your attention to the correspond- 
ence of the officers and agent@ of the 
Panama Canal Company with the Presi- 
dent and other officers of the United 
States printed in Senate. Document No. 
84, Dec. 10, 1902; also to the copy of the 
official proceedings of the New Panama 
Canal compres at Paris on the 30th of 
December, 1908, together with a report of 
the Council of Administration of that 
company, Bet, in Senate Document No. 
188, Jan. 28, 1904; and to the copy of the 
general conveyance by the New Panama 
Canal Company to the United States, also 
copies of certain telegrams from the Pres- 
ident of the company makin an offer of 
sale, and Attorney General Knox's cable- 
gram in response, printed in Senate Docu- 
ment No. 285, March 23, 1906. 

I call your attention furthermore to the 
exhaustive testimony recorded in public 
document, (Sen. Doc. No. 401, 59th Cong., 
2d sess.,) which contains the searching 
investigation into the whole transaction 
made by the Congress for its information 
and fully considered by the Congress be- 
fore it took action. 


His Duty to Purchase Canal. 


In the act approved June 28, 1902, ‘‘ To 
provide for the construction of a canal 
connecting the waters of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans,” the Congress pro- 
vided as follows: 

That the President of the United States 
is hereby authorized to acquire, for and on 
behalf of the United States, at a cost not 
exceeding forty millions of dollars, the 
rights, privileges, franchises, concessions, 
grants of land, right of way, unfinished 
work, plants, and other property, real, 
personal, and mixed, of every name and 
nature, owned by the New Panama Canal 
Company, of France, on the Isthmus ot 
Panama, and all its maps, plans, draw- 
ings, recérds on the Isthmus of Panama, 
and in Pafis, including all the capital stock, 
not less, however, than 68,863 shares, of the 
Panama Rallroad Company, owned by or 
held for the use of said canal company, 
provided a satisfactory title to all of said 
property can be obtained, 


It thereupon became the duty of the 
President, in execution of this statute, to 
purchase the property, specified from the 

ew Panama Canal Company of France, 
provided he could obtain a satisfactory 
title. The Department of Justice was .n- 
structed to examine the title, and after 
such an examination Attorney General 
Knox reported that a satisfactory title 
could be obtained. Payment of the pur- 
chase price was thereupon made to the 
New Panama Canal Company, in accord- 
ance with the act of the Congress, and 
the property was conveyed by that com- 
pany to the United States. 

It was no concern of the President, or 
of any officer of the Executive Depart- 
ment, to inquire as to what the New 
Panama Canal Company did with the 
money which it received. As a matter of 
fact, the New Panama Canal Company 
did distribute the money between ‘ts 
Shareholders and the shareholders of the 
preceding Panama Canal Company, in ac- 
cordance with the decree of a French 
court, and the records of the French 
court show who were the shareholders 
who received the money; but that-is no 
concern of ours. 

I call your attention to the accompany- 
ing statement as to the attempt to form 
an American company in 1899 for the pur- 
pose of. taking over the property of the 
French company. This attempt proved 
abortive. There was no concealment in 
its effort to put through this plan, its 
complete failure and abandonment being 
known to every one. 


Gives Details of the Transaction. 


The important points set forth in the 
accompanying papers, and in the papers 
to which I have referred you, are as fol- 
lows: 

The investigation of the history, phy- 
sical condition and existing value of the 
enterprise by the Congress, resulting in 
the enactment of the law of 1902 author- 


izing the President to acquire the prop- 
erty for the sum of $40,000,000 upon secur- 
ing a satisfactory title and thereupon to 
undertike the work of construction; the 
failure of the Americanization of the en- 
terprise in 1899; the transmission by me 
to the Congress from time to time of full 
information and advice as to the rela- 
tions of this government to transit across 
the Isthmus and under the treaties, as 
to the negotiations and final acquisition 
of the title, and later as to the progress 
and condition of the work of construc- 
tion; the previous authorization of the 
sale to the United States by the stock- 
holders of the new company and their 
subsequent ratification; the examination 
and approval of the title by Mr. Knox; 
the arrangements for payment through J. 
P. Morgan & Co. as the fiscal agents of 
this Government, and the payment ac- 
cordingly at the Bank of France upon 
proper official receipts to the liquidators 
acting under the decree of the French 
court, the French government body hav- 
ing jurisdiction in the matter; and, finally, 
the subsequent apportionment and distri- 
bution of the fund to the creditors and 
stockholders of the two companies un- 
dev that decree. 

The Panama Canal transaction was 
actually carried through not by either the 
then Secretary of State. Mr. John Hay, 
or the then Secretary of War, Mr. Elihu 
Root, both of whom, however, were cog- 
nizant of all the essential features: but 
by the then Attorney General, Mr. P. C. 
Knox, at present Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania. I directed or approved every action, 
and am responsible for all that was done 
in carrying out the will of the Congress, 
and the provisions of ‘the law, enacted by 
(Congress after exhaustive examination 
and discussion, were scrupulously com- 
plied with by the Executive. 


Seldom Saw Cromwell. 


While sthe transaction was pending 1 
saw Mr. Cromwell but two or three times, 
and my communications with him were 
limited tothe exchange of purely formal 
courtesies. Secretary Hay occasionally 


saw him, in the same manner; I doubt 
whether Mr. Root held any conversation 
with him. The Attorney General saw 
him frequently, as he was counse) for the 
Panama Company; their communications 
were official, as representing the two 
sides. I inclose copies of my correspond- 
ence with Mr. William Dudley Foulke 
who first brought these scandalous stories 
to my attention, and with Senator Knox 
and Mr. Cromwell, to whom I wrote in 
response to the request of a gentleman 
who wished to know about the stockhold- 
ers in the Panama Canal Company. 

The title of the Panama Canal prop- 
erties was vested in the New Panama (Ca- 
nal Company of France, which was the 
legal owner thereof and the old or so- 
called De Lesseps Company had a large 
equity therein. The title was not in a 
New Jersey company nor in any other 
American company, nor did this Govern- 
ment have any dealings with any Amerl- 
can company throughout the affair. 

The exact legal status, to the most mi- 
nute detail, appears in the exhaustive 
opinion of Attorney General Knox approv- 
ing the title to be given to the United 
States, which clearly establishes that the 
only party dealt with was the New Pan- 
ama Canal Company of France (with the 
concurrence of the liquidator of the old 
company) and not any American corpora- 
tion or syndicate. - 

The action of the United States Gov- 
ernment was, of course, wholly uninflu- 
enced by and had nothing whatever to do 
with any question as to who were or 
who had been the. security holders of 
either the new or the old company. Who 
such security holders were was not our 
affair. If, as a matter of fact, the canal 
companies, either or both, had been owned 
y American citizens or by citizens of 
any. other nationality, {t would not have 
altered in the slightest degree the action 
taken by this Government. Our concern 
was to get the canal property, which was 
owned by the French company, and to see 


| that the title was clear. 


Our transactions were carried on open- 
ly, and were published In detall, and we 
dealt solely (so far as the interests of the 
old Panama Company were concerned) 
with the liquidator appointed by the prop- 
er French Governmental body, the Civil 
Tribunal of the Seine, and in accordance 
with the decree of this same tribunal 
with the New Panama Canal Company, 
which also went into liquidation upon the 
sale to the Caos States. All our trans- 
actions were carried on openl 
published in detail. inoac sac ak i 


How the Money Was Paid. 


The distribution of our payment of $40,- 
000,000 follows the award of arbitrators 
chosen by the new company and the 
liquidator authorized by the decree of this 
same Civil Tribunal of the Seine, and pro- 
viding for a determination of the propor- 
tionate division between the new and old 
companies. We paid the money through 
the New York banking house of Messrs. 
J. - Moygan & Co., acting as fiscal 
agen of this Government, into the Bank 
of Ffance in Paris. : ‘

In these payments we followed to the 
letter the decree of the Governmental 
tribunal of France, which. had the author- 
ity to make@ such a decree, the Civil Trib- 
unal of the Seine. We had neither desire 
nor authority to go behind this decree of 
this.proper Governmental body, as all the 
conflicting rights of the security holders 
of both companies had been settled by 
the decree of said court by ratification of 
the arbitration which resulted in that 
division, 

I wish to make as clear as possible, and 
as emphatic as possible, the statement 
that we did not have anything to do with 
the distribution of a dollar of the $40,000,- 
000 we ps as regards any vont = Sg or 
bondholder of the French companies, Save 
that we followed out the award of the 
arbitrators appointed in accordance with 
the decree of the’ French court, which 
had dealt with the subject in awaming a 
certain pr rtion to the old cémpany 
and a certain proportion to the new com- 
pany. Any question concerning the stock- 

olders, bondholders, or other beneficiar- 
les of the proceeds of sale was purely a 
oo for the Civil Tribunal of the 

ine, the French Governmental body, 
with which this Nation had nothing what- 
ever to do. 


Cromwell Named Stockholders. 


Under these circumstances there was 
not the slightest need for Mr. Cromwell 
to give any information on the subject 
of the companies for which he had been 
counsel, The Government has no con- 
cern with Mr.. Cromwell's relation to 


these companies, or either of them, or 
with the amount of his professional com- 
pensation; it was not the affair of this 
Government to inquire who were the se- 
curity holders of the companies. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Cromwell, of his own 
accord, has submitted to me, together 
with a copy of his statement published on 
the 11th inst., and which I transmit here- 
with, a full list of the stotkholders of the 
New Panama Canal Company of France 
on Jan. 15, 1900, (numbering over 6,000,) 
and a list of all stockholders who were 
present at a special meeting of the com- 
pany held Feb. °8, 1902, immediately after 
the cable offer of the company was made 
to the United States (Jan. 9-11, 1002,) to 
accept the appraisement of $40,000,000 
made by the Isthmian Canal Commission, 
and to sell for said sum the Panama 
Canal, concessions, and other property, 
and the shares of the Panama Rallroad 
Company. 

He has also furnished me a certified 
copy.of the final report of the liquidator 
of the old company, which was filed on 
June 25 last and formally approved by 
the Civil Tribunal of the Seine, together 
with a summary account prepared and 
signed by said liquidator as late as the 
24th ultimo. I also transmit a translation 
of the two resolutions, with the vote upon 
them, adopted at a meeting of the stock- 
holders of the new company held on ao 
23, 1904, for the purpose of finally ratify- 
ing. the sale. 

Ri these documents I herewith trans- 
mit as a part of this message. It appears 
from them. that the creditors of the old 
company number 226,206 parties who have 
received dividends out of the funds in 
the hands of the liquidator, who in his 
letter states that in this present month 
of December the: second and last distri- 
bution to the creditors will be begun, and 





that the average dividend heretofore paid 
to each ‘ndividual was 782f., or $156. 


Old Stock Worthless. 

No payment whatever was or will be 
made upon the stock/of the old company, 
as it-was worthless from the day De Les- 
seps failed, and this cuts out “rom con- 
sideration all misleading statements re- 
garding a possible purchase by anybody 
of the stock of the old Panama Canal 


Company. It has not received, and will 
not receive, a ‘penny. Even upon the 
bonded indebtedness the dividend, [ am 
thus informed, will amount, in the aggre- 
gate, to only about 10 per centum., It 
likewise plainly appears that this distri- 
bution by the liquidator of the old com- 
pany has been openly conducted at his 
office in Paris, 50 Rue Etienne Marcel, 
where all the receipts, accounts, and rec- 
ords of his payments are on file. 

The New Panama Canal Company of 
France is in HNquidation, As the accom- 
panying papers set forth, this liquidated 
company received as its roportion of the 
$40,000,000 the sum of 77,400,000 francs, 
and this amount was distributed by the 
liquidation in three payments through 
four leading banks of Paris, covering a 
period of the past four years, and to 
shareholders numbering about 6,000. 
Every step of the transaction was not 
only taken publicly, but was, contem- 

oraneously therewith, advertised in the 
fowal and financial papers of France, and 
the banks making the payments took 
proper receipts from, all the parties to 
whom payments were made, as is custom- 
or in such cases. 

he capital of the New Panama Canal 

Company of France was 65,000,000 francs, 
and the distribution thus made amounted 
to about 130 francs on each share of 100 
francs. No dividends were paid during 
the ten years of the company’s existence. 
It therefore resulted that the sharehola- 
ers only recovered their original invest- 
ment with annual interest of about,three 
per cent. 

The accounts and records of this Nquida- 
tion, which was concluded in June last, 
are on deposit with the Crédit Lyonnaise 
of Paris as,a proper custodian of the 
game, appointed upon such liquidation. 
Recently a request was made by a pri- 
vate individual to inspect the records of 
these payments, but answer was made 
by the custodians that they saw no proper 
reason for granting such request by a 
stranger, and, inasmuch as there is not 
the slightest ground for suspicion of any 
bad faith in the transaction, it hardly 
seems worth while to make the request; 
but if the Congress desires I have co 
doubt that on the request of our Ambas- 
sador in Paris the lists of individuals will 
be shown him. ' 


Nothing to Investigate. 


As a matter of fact, there is nothing 
whatever in which this Government is in- 
terested to investigate about this trans- 
action. So far as this Government is con- 
cerhed, every step of the slightest im- 
portance has been made public by its Ex- 
ecutive, and every step taken in France 
has there been made public by the proper 


officials. 

The Co ess took the action it did 

take after e most minute and exhaus- 
tive examination and discussion, and the 
Executive carried out the direction of the 
Congress to the letter. Every act of this 
Government, every act for which this 
Government had the slightest responsi- 
bility, was in pursuance of the act of the 
Congress here, and following out the de- 
cree of the Civil Tribunal of the Seine in 
France. 
, Furthermore, through the entirely vol- 
untary act of Mr. Cromwell, I am now 
able to present to you full inrormation as 
to these actions in France with which 
this Government did not have any con- 
cern, _—_ which are set forth in the ac- 
companying papers. : 

It may be well to recall that the New 
Panama Canal Company of France did 
not: itself propose or fix the figure $40,- 
000,000 as the valuation of the canal and 
railroad properties, That sum was first 
fixed by our Isthmian Canal Commission 
in its reports to the Congress after two 
years of investigation. and personal in- 
spection of all the properies and work 
already done, whereby the properties and 
the. work done were in detail appraised 
at that sum as their value to the United 
States. 

The French Company steadily refused 
for over two years to make any offer 
whatever in answer to the many _written 
requests of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion; and wien - te im ag did ap- 

roach the question o rice, was 
the basis of $ 100,000,000. Later, under 
conditions not necessary now to rehearse, 
the company, by cable, accepted the ap- 
praisement of $40,000,000 made by our 
commission, This Government, therefore, 
acquired all the properties and conces- 
sions, both of canal and railroad, at its 
own valuation and price, the Comgress 
approving the price, and authorizing the 
expenditure of the money, after the most 
Saiiaustive examination and discussion. 

I transmit herewith lists of the docu- 
ments in the possession of the Depart- 
ment of State, the Department of Justice. 
and the Department of War; so that, if 
the Congress sees fit, it may direct that 
they be printed. They are, and always

Sage to the Congress of the United States. 
In the whole history of American Gov- 
ernment no other President has ever pa:d 


such a tribute to the power and influence | 


of a fearless, independent newspaper. 

“The World likewise appreciates the 
importance and significance of Mr, Roose- 
velt’s statement when he declares to Con- 
gress that the proprietor of The World 
‘should be prosecuted for libel by the

took it for granted that the tickets were 
good for admission to the race. 

Most of the purchasers were foreigners 
interested in the Italian runner, and they 
gladly gave their money to the pretended 
speculators when they saw the crowds 
before the ticket sellers’ windows, and 
even continued to buy the fake tickets 
after the doors of the hall had been closed 
by the police. The crowd then had be- 
come so dense and the disorder so great 
that the complaints of the victims of the 
swindle were lost in the tumult, and the 
traffic in the sham tickets went on unin- 
terruptedly as long as the crowd outside 
the building had hape of getting through 
the police lines and into the scene of the 
race. 

Many purchasers of the supposed tick- 
ets of admission never even knew they 
had been swindled, but thought they had 
been turned back by the police because 
of the crowd. In cases where the holders 
of the worthless tickets actually got to 
the ticket takers they were sent away and 
the com- 
plaints of some of these. 

Most of the tickets offered by the fake 
speculators were all left-over tickets from

ers appeared to notice this until the 
swindle was pointed out by the gatekeep- 
ers. 

The majority of the victims, however, 
appeared to be countrymen of Dorando, 
who were unable to read the lettering on 
the tickets. They paid from 50 cents up 
to $1 for the cardboard slips, however, as 
long ac the swindlers dared to keep up 
the sale, and the new-comers in the crowd 
believed they could get into the place of 
the race.

He Sails To-day, After Inspecting | 
His New $6,000,000 Paper 
Plant in Newfoundland. 


UPSETS SOME OLD NOTIONS 





Philadelphia Isn’t Slow Nor Newfound- 
land Foggy—Canada Wants No Reci- | 
procity—Progress He Noted Here. 


Lord and Lady Northcliffe sail to-day 
by the Lusitania, having just returned | 
from Newfoundland, where Lord North- 
cliffe went to watch the progress of the 
vast paper and pulp mills which are be- 
ing erected there for the safeguarding of 
his newspaper properties against future 
upward movements in the paper market. 
The plant, which has been designed by 
George F. Hardy of 309 Broadway, will 
begin operations in October next year, 
and will be the most modern in scientific. | 
construction and almost the largest in 
the world. 

It is situated half way across New- 
foundland, and the timber limits embrace 
an area of about 2,300 square miles, for 
which a large sum was paid. The total 
cost of the outfit is $6,000,000, and the 
construction has given a great many con- 
tracts to American as well as English | 
engineers, 

The property comprises two private rail- 
roads, one now in course of construction. 
It is cquipped with its own steamboats 
and has a trunk telephone line more than 
a hundred miles long. Three towns are

Praise for Newfoundland. 


‘“‘I was surprised,” said Lord North- 
cliffe last night, ‘“‘at the very slight 
amount of knowledge with regard to New- 
foundland that exists in the United 
States, There appears to be a notion 
here that in Newfoundland it is always 
cold and always foggy. As a matter of 
I found that the Englishmen who 
have been sent out there were rather 
complaining of the absence of the na- 
tional fog. 

“ The early settler who went there three 
years and five months ago lived in a tent 
arrival. He complains bitterly that 
since he went there he has not seen a fog, 
He and some others have gone home for 
Christmas to get it. Tne climate is dry, 
exhilarating, and sunny. The Americans 
there are enthusiastic. 

“From New York to our plant it_is, 
roughly, just about 2,000 miles. The 
scenery and general characteristics much 
resemble those of Maine. The quantity of 
wood is estimated to be practically illim- 
itable. Nevertheless, we are putting in 
force forestation regulations to prevent 
there being at any time a depletion.”’ 

Lord Northcliffe believes that New- 
foundland has a very great future before 
it. Known at present to few but English 
and American sportsmen, it has vast re- 
sources of water power, spruce forests, 
and mines of every description. It is| 
well provided with labor of the most | 
intelligent and adaptive kind. 








Reciprocity Overfures Vain. 
During his stay on this side of the At- 
lantic Lord Northcliffe has made two 
visits to Canada, and has come more into 
contact with the business men of On- 


| tario, Quebec, and the Eastern Provinces. ! 


He does not think it at all likely that 
Canada will be inclined toward reciprucity 
with the United States. .Canadians feel 
that they have made immense strides in| 
railroad construction, manufacturing, and } 
agriculture unaided, and they consider 
that Uncle Sam is rather late in the day, 
with such effusive vows of affection as} 
have been put forward by James J. Hill 
and others of Canada’s suitors.

Of Interest To Everybody 


The general public is more or 
less familiar with the history of 
the litigation referred to in the op- 
posite, which was taken from 
the news columns of The New 
York Times, Dec. 9th. 

The legal issue involved is in 
the hands of our attorneys.

Stripped 
of technicalities, our contention is 
that when we buy books from a 
publisher, paying him the price he 
asks, it is a violation of sound 
business ethics and decidedly in 
restraint of trade for him to 
dictate to us tle price we shall 
charge you. 


RULING ON BOOK SALES. 


Court of Appeals Says Publishers 
Can Regulate the Retail Price 


of Copyrighted Works. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Tuesday.—A decision 
of widespread importance was handed 
down by the Court of Appeals to-day 
in the case of Isidor Straus and Nathan 
Straus, composing the firm of R. H. 
Macy & Co., against the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association et al. 

In effect, the decision is that it is 
unlawful for the American Publishers’ 
Association to maintain a set price 
for uncopyrighted books, but lawful 
if the books are copyrighted. 

The decision is the culmination of a 
contest, that has been carried on since 
December, 1902, when Macy & Co. 
brought action against the American 
Publishers’ Association and several 
publishing houses that were members 
of the American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion, a voluntary corporation, which 
made a rule that any retailer cutting 
prices would be shut off from sup- 
plies of books. 

A copyrighted book, brought out 
by Funk & Wagnalls, listed to sell 
for $1.40, was sold by Macy & Go., 
it was alleged, for $1.20, whereat the 
publishers cut off Macy & Co.’s sup- 
ply, and this action was the result. 
The court, by its decision, upholds 
the right of the publishers to maintain 
prices for copyrighted works, but also 
affirms the order for a reference to 
ascertain damages with regard to 
other works.

Dr. Richards Says Schools in Some 
Cases Must Supply Lack of 
Home Training. 


The moral and religious training of 
|children was discussed at the meeting of 
'the Public Education Association last 
levéning at 19 East Twenty-sixth Street. 
{The Rev. /Dr, Richards of the Brick 
‘Church presided, and Percival Chubb 
of the Society for Ethical Chulture was 
|the speaker of the evenfhg. Dr. Walter 
‘L, Hervey, Prof. Dutton of Teachers’ Col- 
lege, J. G. Croswell of the Briarly School, 
W. J. Schieffelin, and others took part 
in the discussion. 

“It is perplexing how much the schools 
should have a part in this question with 
our wise policy of separation of Church 
and State,’’ said Dr. Richards, ‘“‘ but there 
are many children who have little or no 
good influence except that which they 
receive at school.” 

‘“‘Qur old home culture, and, worse still, 
the old home pieties, are disappearing,” 
said Mr. Chubb. ‘“ The church and Sun- 
day schocl have not kept pace with mod- 
ern pedagogy, and are losing their hold 


on society at large. In the increase of 
hoodlumism, divorce, chil@ labor, luxury 
and extravagance there is a relaxation ot 
moral muscle, and in distress we are turn- 
ing to tke schools to stem the tide of 
moral insufficiency. President Eliot said 
spend more money for education, but it is 
a@ mistake. We cannot transfer the duties 
of the home or of the church to the 
school. In his social environment, in the 
time he spends out of school, the child 
gets more education or miseducation than 

e gets in it. We have to come baek to 
the old idea of having the parents purge 
out the moral malaria. 

“The Sunday school is having a hard 
time because the atmosphere of the home 
does not chime in. Sunday begins influ- 
enced by the colored supplements, and 
who can see them and not say they are 
a great danger. Father and mother, 
uncle and aunt held up to ridicule that 
the’ child may have its little joke. Then 
there is the idea of the Sunday dinner 
which is sure to have an ending of ice 
cream and the child's good clothes. I am 
in despair over a child which comes from 
a newspaper-scented atmosphere dressed 
in its best toggery and is going back to 
its good diriner. 

“There is the vaudeville theatre, with 
all its types of vaudevillainy. and the 
glaring publicity of our lives. This is 
purely an adult civilization. We need a 
social renovation. With the carelessness 
of parents, our social and civic indiffer- 
ence, how can we expect the children to 
be morally fine, high minded, and pure?”’ 

W. J. Schieffelin told of his experience 
in connection with the Manhattan Trade 
School and the Hampton Institute. 

“Teaching the ability to do en 
well with the hands seems to bring wit 
it discipline and self-restraint,’’ he said, 
Dean Russell has said 
that what the children learn in the schools 
unfits them for the lives they have to 
live after. We have a new baby at our 
house, and when the nurse is out for two 
hours we put the baby entirely in the 
charge of the two eldest little girls, one 
one hour and one the other. They do 
everything in the way of dressing and 
caring for the baby, and the effect upon 
them is wonderful.” 

Miss Emanual, a school Principal, said 
that a.teacher whose life was not a lesson 
in ethics for her children was useless, 
and Dr. Hervey speke of the courtesy 
shown by children in the schools, an- 
swering remarks made about the lack of 
politeness of the American child. He was 
greetod with cries of ‘‘ Good for you.”

THE KNEISEL QUARTET. — 


Posthumous Movements by Grieg 
Played for the First Time. 


The Kneisel Quartet gave its second 
concert last evening in Mendelssohn 
Hall before an audience that, as wags the 
case at the first concert, filled every 
seat in the hall. It was delighted with 
one of the most perfect perf ances of 
chamber music that Mr. Kneisel and his 
associates have given in New York in the 
long years they have played. here. The 
programme comprised Schumann's quartet 
in A major, Schubert's piano trio in B 
flat, and two posthumous quartét move~ 
ments by Grieg in F. Mr. Gabrilowitsch 
played the piano part of the trio. 

Schumann's quartet was played with 
the mos¢ complete insight into! its poetic 
beauty and its romantic spirit, and with 
such a melting fullness and loveliness of 
tone, such a perfection of balance, of 
phrasing and nuance, such impeccable 
purity of intonation, as even the Kneisel 
Quartet can command only in its hap- 
piest moments, So played, the conception 
of the composer, it must seem, comes ab- 
solutely to realization. in tone. The pur- 
ists say that Schumann’s quartet style is 
tainted with the idiom of the plahotorte; 
but it is hard to bélieve that such writ- 
ing as this for stringed instruménts does 
not set before the players the highest 
possibilities of eupnony and of heartfelt 
and poetic expression. 

The audience listened and applauded 
with rapture. Of such a sort, likewise, 
was the performance of Schubert’s trio, 
a performance in which Mr. Gabrilowitsch 
entered consummately into the. spirit of 
his companions, Mr. Kneigel and Mr. 
Willeke, and found precisely the right 
adjustment and proportion of cortrast for 
the tone of his instrument and that of the 
string players. It was ensemble playing 
of the best sort. and the trio Kad the 
spontaneity and pellucid flow that ought 
to characterize its performance—although 
such an effect, so simple in its sounding 
and seeming, is really the product of a 
perfection of art and of technical accom- 
‘4%r~ tet 

6 quartet movements by Grieg were 
heard here for the first cme. They were 
left by the composer practically finished, 
and received from his friend, Julius Rint- 
gen only a few touches, although two 
other movements belonging to the same 
composition, not performed last evening, 
were developed by him from fragments. 
The movements are unmistakably Grieg’s 
in their melodic outline, and their har- 
monic individuality; they are much more 
mellifluous and ots written than 
his rhapsodical and often drastically 
harsh string quartet in G@ minor that has 
long been familiar to lovers of chamber 
music. They are more conventional in 
form, and they have the air of an earlier 
work rather than a later, though they are 
said to have been first written in the 
year 1891, long after the other quartet 
— taken its place in the modern reper- 
ory. 

These movements, Indeed, seem rather 
immature. While the themes are agreé- 
ably tuneful and there is much sonorous 
and effective writing for the four instru- 
ments, there is much rather obvious and 
perfunctory work in their development, 
and the impression they make is not that 
of strong inspiration and a decisive inner 
prompting to musical expression. Mr. 
Kneisel and his fellows played them with 
much gusto and spirit, and presented the 
music in its best ght, but it was evident 


that it did not deeply impress those who 
listened. 


RULES FOR OPERA CONTEST. 


Those Entering Must Be Natives of 
the United States. 


Mr. Gatti-Casazza announced yesterday 
the details of the contest recently estab- 
lished by the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany for the best opera by an American 
composer. The winner of the contest, 
which will opén on Dee. 20, 1908, and will 
close on Sept. 15, 1910, will receive a 
prize of $10,000, and the opera will be pro- 
duced the following season at the Metro- 
politan Opera House. Here are the rules 
governing the contest: 


The composer must be a native citizen of the 
United States of America; his residence is 
immatertal, 

The opera must be what is known commonly 
as grand opera, 

The entire performance, including Intermis- 
ee, must not exceed three and one-quarter 
nours, 

The libretto must be tn English. If {t is an 
adaptation of any existing literary work, it 
must be a new adaptation. 

The contest opens on Dee. 20, 1908 
closes on Sept. 15, 1910, * 

All scores must be anonymous, containing 
a mark of identification corresponding with an 
identical mark on a sealed envelope confaining 
the names of the composer and librettist. 

The award will he made by a jury of recog- 
nized authorities selected by the Board of 
Directors of the Metropolitan Opera. Company. 

The agreement of at least two-thirds of the 
jury ts necessary for a decision, and the jury 
may reopen the contest for a period of eighteen 
months. 

The opera receiving the award will be 
stared by the Metropolitan Opera Company in 
New York the season following the making of 
the award. 

The opera company shall be entitled for 
itself and its affiliated theatres to the ex- 
elusive performing rights in the United States, 
Canada, Cuba, and Mexico for a perlod of 
five years after the first performance with- 
out payment of any poyaities. The opera 
company reserves the option to extend the ex- 
clusive performing rights from vear to year 
for a further perlod of five years upon pay- 
ment of stipulated royalties. 

Any other opera submitted may be sélected 
by the opera company, in which event the 
opera company reserves at its option exclusive 
performing rights in the United States, Can- 
ada, Mexico, and Cuba for a period of seven 
years after the award upon payment of stipu- 
lated royalties,

contest may be obtained at the Opera 
House and will be mailed on request,

Taft's Vote at 7,637,676 
in All the States.

Polled 1,315,211 More Votes Than the 
Judge Did—Republican, Democratic, 
and Socialist Totats All Bigger.

The Associated Press sent out last night 
its compilation of the total popular vote 


of the Présidential candidates in the last! 


election. Its totals show the following 
votes cast: Taft, Republican, 7,637,676; 
Bryan, Democratic, 6,393,182; Debs, So- 
cialist, 447,651; Chfin, Prohibition, 241,- 
252; Hisgen, Independer.ce, 83,186; Watson, 
Populist, 88,871; Gilhaus, Socialist-Labor, 
15,421. Total for all candidates, 14,852,239. 

This exceeds by 1,341,531 the number 
of votes cast in the Presidential election 
of 1904, when the grand total was 13,510,- 


708. The Associated Press makes these | 


comparisons: 

Compared with that election the candi- 
dates of the Republican, Democratic, and 
Socialist. Parties increased their vote this 
year. The reverse ‘s true of the candi- 
dates of the Prohibition, Populist, and 
Socialist Labor Parties. The Independence 
Party did not figure in the Presidential 


election of four years ago. 

The biggest difference in a party vote 
is shown im an increase for Bryan of 
1,815,211 over the total vote cast in 1904 
for Alton B, Parker, the Democratic can- 
didate. Taft received 14,190 votes more 
than were lied for President Roosevelt 
in 1904, and Debs ran 45,368 ahead of his 
predecessor on the Socialist ticket. 

The heaviest liss is shown by the Popu- 
lists, who, with the same candidate, regis- 
tered 83,212 votes less this year than in 
1904, when their total was 117,183.

Gov. Hughes sent a letter to Mr. Van- 
derbilt, in which he said: 

This enterprise, which promises so much 
for the prorfiotion of dramatic art and con- 
templates the addition to our city of a new 
theatre building notable for its architectural 
beauty and adaptation, cannot fail to be of 
gg value im the development of our city 
ife. . 


Mayor McClellan was the first speaker. 
He said the occasion marked the begin- 
ning of a new impulse in the artistic and 
educational development of the city. 

“Less than a half century ago,” he said, 
“the artistic hopes of the American people 
in sculpture and architecture were ex- 
pressed in soldiers’ and sailors’ monu- 
ments and the government buildings that 
followed the Civil War. The only music 
that the vast majority of our people knew 
or cared for was the music of the street 
band and the barrel organ. Had no one 
appeared to lead us out of our slough 
of inartistic despond it is altogether prob- 
able that to-day we should still be bullding 
architectural and sculptural horrors and 
enjoying the nightmare of jingling music 
hall ditties. 

“Fortunately for our country, there 
arose men who showed us the way out 
of the darkness of bad taste into the light 
of new day. In less than forty years 
we have produced architects and sculp- 
tors and painters who: are great artists. 
The soul of St. Gaudens would have been 
no less great had he always remained 
& cameo cutter, but it would never have 
reached and touched the hearts of 
countrymen without the technique he ac- 
quired at the Beaux Arts. . 

“When the Metropolitan Opera House 
was built the wise said that it would end 
in bankruptcy, for, except that in Lon- 
don, no opera not subsidized by govern- 
ment had ever been known to succeed. 
To-day New York has three theatres giv- 


ropolitan, the Manhattan and the Acad- 
emy of Music, Brooklyn. What is most 
remarkable is that, unless rumor is false, 
all three of these opera houses are finan- 
cially profitable. 

“It is unfair to assume that the pub- 
lic will refuse to support the higher 
drama until it has at least had the op- 
portunity of doing so. Nearly forty years 
ago three men, William C. Prime, Henry 
G. Marquand and John Taylor Johnston, 
without hope of profit or reward, organ- 
ized the first educationally artistio insti- 
tution in this city, the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art. Since then it has become 
the chief force in the United States in 
education in the plastic arts.”’ 

President Finley of the College of the 
City of New York got the sympathy of his 
audience at once when, after contrastin 
the estrangement between praying ned 
playing, intensified by the old-fashioned 
Puritanism, he said: 

“T have heard much good praying in 
the theatre. I have heard, for example, 
Maude Adams pray quite as effectively, 
smiling all the while. as any solemn- 
fuced minister, and asking for the same 
thing—playing and praying that we might 
become as little children and so not be 
barred from entrance to the kingdom of 
heaven. 

“But it Is probably true that for the 
most part the praying and the playing of 
the centuries have been for different 
things and from different motives, and 
that is why my Puritan Scotch forbears, 
and some of yours, stalked out of the 
playhouse, never went back, and are try- 
ing now to keep us from going back. Soc- 
rates, I have re&d, was sitting in the the- 
atre one day when an actor came to the 
front of the stage and spoke something 
that was false, immoral, whereupon the 
Philosopher stumped his way out. In this 
New Theatre I hope a permanent seat 
will be reserved for Socrates, and that he 
will never miss a performance or quit 
one, 

Augustus Thomas said the Directors of 
the New Theatre could count upon the 
hearty co-operation of the organized dra- 
matic authors, actors, and _ theatrical 
managers of America, 

“Its success,’’ he continued, “ will be 
measured by the degree with which it 
presents stimulating ideals, ideals appli- 
cable not only to civilization outgrown, 
but’ ideals in advance of the present 
that make for the 
people’s growth, whether those ideals be 
voiced by old plays or by new ones."’

GREAT CHANGES UNDER WAY

Schwab's testimony and handled him so

Schwab Admits Letter to Frick. 


The interrogation of Mr. Schwab began 
with the reading of a letter from him to 
‘Henry C. Frick, written in 1899, when he 
was President of the Carnegie Steel'Com- 
pany, in which he said «that steel rails 
in this country could be manufactured 
for $12 a ton, and that there was nothing 
to be feared from German or English 
competition. Mr. Schwab predicted that 
the Carnegie Steel Company would be 
able to increase its net earnings to §$3,-

We note a not unnatural tendency in 
the opponents of the present high tariff 
to mistrust the good faith of the Ways 
and Means Committee in their professed 
purpose to frame @ reasonable revision 
of the tariff. ' 

We are inclined to think’ that this 
mood of suspicion will be found not 
justified by the event. Mr. Parnz, 
backed by Mr. Canwon, has undoubt- 
edly pledged his committee to treat the 
tariff honestly and in accordance with 
what are supposed to be the views of 
the President-elect... It is not necessary 
to suppose that this pledge was given 
with gayety of heart, or that the Chair. 
man of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee parts willingly from the company 
of the standpatters and their princi- 
pals, the beneficiaries of the tariff. But 
4t is undoubtedly true that Mr. PayNnE 
has seen a light on the subject of the 
raal sentiment of the country and on 
the circumstancss that affect that sen- 
timent. He and his committee have 
found since the opening of the hearings 
in Washington that really nothing in 
connection with Congress now excites 
@ny appreciable interest except its 
probable treatment of the tariff. They 
have found that this interest fs not 
only shared by numerous manufactur- 
ers, but has been fostered by them in a 
systematic manner and with surpris- 
ing results. There has been in the 
hearings an amount of testimony from 
manufacturers in favor of reasonable 
reduction for which the committee were 
by no means prepared. 

On the other hand, the original and 
Digoted protectionists have appeared 
hefore the committee with no apparent 
appreciation of the change in business 
conditions and in public sentiment, and 
have insisted not merely on the favors 
they now enjoy, but actually upon 
greater. This greed and dullness on 
tthe part of the old-timers have at once 
enlightened and disgusted the commit- 
tee. They do not in the least relish 
the notion of being sacrificed politically 
$m order to fatten further the hun- 
griest of those at the tariff trough. So 
fre think that it is much more prob- 
mble than not that a very substantial 
reduction may be proposed by the com- 
mittee, and that it will promptly be 
passed by the House at the extra ses- 
gion. What will become of it in the 
Senate remains to be seen. But it will 
be backed by a man at the White 
House who, though his firmness has 
not yet been tested, is fully committed 
to an “honest” revision. 


MR. CUTTING’S RETIREMENT. 


It is fortunate for the city that the 
retirement of Mr. R. FuLton Courtine 
from the Presidency of the Citizens’ 
Union does not involve his abandon- 
ment of unselfish and energetic work 
for the city. In the field to which he 
will henceforth apply himself, that of 
effective investigation and systematic 
study of conditions in the City Govern- 
ment, through the Bureau of Municipal 
Research, his devotion, intelligence, and 
practical judgment will still be of great 
value. 

To realize all that the Citizens’ Union 
das done for the city in the past dozen 
years we have but to look back to con- 
ditions as they existed when it began 
fits labors. The net improvement in the 
cheracter of our administrative officers 
and in their work is very great. The 
sense of accountability in the public 
servants is far more acute and general. 
‘There is an articulate public opinion on 
the right side that manages to make 
itself felt as well as heard to a far 
greater extent. And this betterment 
has taken place in a period in which the 
difficulties of city government have 
been greatly increased by the growth 
of the population of the city and the 
change in its character. No one at all 
_ ecquainted with the city and its puz- 
giing problems will dispute that there 
re “a great deal to be done, but 
there would have been a far worse task 
‘to face had it not been for the agencies 
ef which the Citizens’ Union has been 
the chief. In the achievements of the 
-Wnion Mr. Currine has had necessarily 
much influence, A man of his efficient 
@nd untiring activity could not help but 

nfluence largely any business in which 


» o 


accomplishment of reforms to have the 
co-operation and often the guidance of 
such @ man. 

The work for which Mr. Curtine finds 
it best to surrender the leadership of 
the Citizens’ Union is in the same line 
as that he has been engaged in, but it 
has, as he points out, far-reaching im- 
portance, local and National. He there- 
fore may be regarded as not simply 
changing but enlarging the field of his 
efforts. To secure actual, practical, 
definite, and intelligible information as 
to the workings of municipal govern- 
ment and as to possible improvements 
in «hem is to render a great and grow 
ing service to.the entire community. 
We repeat that it is fortunate for us all 
that Mr. Currina, in turning from his 
former work, is to labor in this new 
field. 


AN UNNECESSARY MESSAGE. 

“The Attorney General has under 
consideration the form in which the 
proceedings against Mr. Punirzer shall 
be brought.” The public will await 
with interest the result of Mr. Bona- 
PARTE’s search for the Constitutional 
or statutory authority to begin his con- 
templated action, and men now thought 
to be learned in the law will add to their 
knowledge when the form of the pro- 
ceedings has been determined upon. 

Meanwhile, however little the public 
may approve the publication concern- 
ing the Panama Canal which has pro- 
voked this message from the President, 
however sternly it may condemn such 
imputations not supported by evidence, 
and for which Mr. Roosrve.t declares 
no supporting evidence exists, we think 
there will be universal regret that the 
President should have thought it neces- 
sary to send to Congress a message 
upon such a subject. The President 
himself declares,- not only that the 
statements “ are false in every particu- 
lar from beginning to end,” that they 
“need no investigation whatever,” but 
that “the wickedness of the slanders is 
only surpassed by their fatuity.” Cer- 
tainly, Mr. Roospvxnrt does not suppose 
that his reputation can be harmed in 
the least by slanders that are not only 
wicked but fatuous. There has been 
some insinuation that his brother-in- 
law, and that Mr. Tart’s brother, 
were In some way concerted in a 
promotion or speculation in the canal 
enterprise. We.,feel sure that there is 
not a person in the land who would be- 
lieve the President capable of being in- 
fluenced by a brother-in-law motive. 
Would the point of that spear that 
knows no brother be suavely lowered to 
the ground in the interest of a brother- 
in-law, or even of a grandfather, how- 
ever law-abiding and blameless of life? 
We think it will be the opinion of Mr. 
ROOSEVELT'’s countrymen that he might 
have let these newspaper statements 
pass him by like the idle wind. Cer- 
tainly he ought not to have made them 
the subject of a message to the National 
lawmakers. 

The President recently entertained as 
a guest at the White House Mr, FErR- 
RERO, who is at' present lecturing in 
this country to audiences that pay 
close and well-deserved attention to his 
original opinions of some of the most 
interesting periods of Roman history. 
During Mr. 
White House it would have been well, 
perhaps, had the President invited him 
to read some passages from his history 


of Rome, and, in particular, a certain | 
passage from the seventh chapter of | 
Volume 3, in which he makes a wise | 
and philosophical observation upon the | 


irritable state of mind into which the 
chief public men of .Rome had fallen 
not long after the assassination of 
JuLius CAESAR. CICERO had delivered 


the first of those discourses against | 


Antony that he afterward called Phil- 
ippics. ANntToNy had not paid the great 
orator the honor of attending the ses- 
sion of the Senate’ when this discourse 
was pronounced, and upon subsequent 
occasions when they met in the streets 
they passed without those salutations 
customary between Roman gentlemen. 
They said things about each other, 
notably Crcpro in letters to his friends, 
accusing ANTONY of corruption, incom- 
petence, and murderous designs against 
the Senators and the rich. Upon all 
this unpleasantness FERRERO makes the 
following comment: 


This tendency to mutual imputations 
of evil motives, this kind of reciprocal 
frenzy of persecution between men, 
parties, and classes which become pre- 
valent in great social crises, is a dan- 
gerous malady, because he who ex- 
aggerates the numbers and fury of his 
enemies often changes into adver- 
saries those who as yet were merely 
imaginary opponents. 


THE GOVERNOR’S COMMISSION. 

The Governor has intrusted to an un- 
paid Commission of nine citizens of 
recognized high character and ability 
the work which he asked the Legislat- 
ure to provide for in the investigation 
of speculation in securities and com- 
modities. The Commission is compre- 
hensive and representative in its*mem- 
bership. Banking ‘is represented by 
the Banking Superintendent and former 
banker, Mr. Wruitams, and by Mr. 
Kine of the Columbia Trust Company; 
commerce by Mr. Pacp and Mr. Scurr- 
REN, economics by Prof. CLARK, eco- 
nomics and finance combined by Mr. 
Waite, the law by ex-Justice Lpven- 
TRITT and Mr. Orpway, and, we sup- 
pose, the popular view of speculation, 
to some extent by Mr. CHaRLEs 
SPRAGUE SMITH. 

It is, of course, quite absurd to sup- 
pose that a commiission of this compo- 
sition is to engage in any “crusade” 
against speculation or the organizations 
by which speculation is carried on. The

expressed indignation at being classed, 
as they assumed, by the Governor, with 
the race track gamblers, can have no 
apprehension as to the fairness, con- 
servatism, and intelligence with which 
these men will pursue their inquiries 
and make their suggestions. Few will 
deny that there are abuses and necd- 
less stimulations to costly folly in the 
actual practice of speculation at the 
present time. Whether these can be 
corrected or circumscribed by statutory 
enactment is a matter as to which there 
is room for difference of opinion. But 
we may be sure that this commisston is 
not going to enter unanimously on haz- 
ardous adventures in this direction, and 
the cold light of Impartial inquiry 
which they are likely to throw on the 
whole subject can hardly fail to be of 
use. 

It is not pleasant to think of these 
gentlemen, giving their time and labor 
freely to the public service, having also 
to bear their expenses. For that at 
least provision should be made at the 
approaching session of the Lagislature. 


THE HARRIMAN DECISION. 

Undoubtedly the first and most gen- 
eral impression is that the decision in 
the Harriman case is unfortunate. And 
it might possibly rightly be so consid- 
ered if the decision bore at all upon the 
quality of his acts. But the merits of 
the case as fegards Mr. HARRIMAN’S 
procedure were not reached, the ques- 
tion upon appeal being not whether Mr. 
HARRIMAN was right, but whether the 
Commission was wrong. In other 
words, the decision is against the Com- 
mission and not affirmatively in favor 
of Mr. HARRIMAN. His acts and per- 
sonality should be dismissed in consid- 
ering the bearing of the decision upon 
the point of principle involved. 

All that is decided is that the Com- 
mission may not of its own motion, and 
without a complaint, ask questions not 
related to its functions. The acts which 
were the subject of inquiry were the 
acts of an individual, not of a railway, 
and were not acts of inter-State com- 
merce. If the Commission could ask 
such questions it could ask anybody 
anything. In the words of the decision, 
“No such unlimited command over the 
liberty of all citizens ever was given, so 
far as we know, in constitutional times 
to any commission or any court.” Those 
are the court’s words regarding the 
Commission's lawful powers, and the 
specific acts disallowed were in excess 
of the powers which are themselves de- 
clared unprecedented. A decision 
against Mr. HARRIMAN in such @ case 
would be a decision contrary te the in- 
terests of all business men. 

Doubtless privacy may properly be 
invaded where it is necessary. Crime 
may not be sheltered by secrecy. But 
the law requires that there shall be a 
crime apd a complaint before individ- 
ual rights may be invaded, In this 
case there was not even a complaint. 
The proceeding was a mere fishing ex- 
cursion in support of a theory of rail- 
way administration which is itself los- 
ing rather than gaining ground in the 
mind of Mr. Roospve.ttT himself, upon 
whose initiative the proceeding is un- 
derstood to have been based. The Com- 
mission’s explanation of its procedure 
was that it is public policy to main- 
tain railway competition, and that the 
ownership of any stock of one railway 
by another is contrary to that policy. 
The Commission’s function is to ad- 
minister the policy declared by Con- 
gress. That was expressed in the In- 
ter-State Commerce law, which does not 
forbid ownership of one railway’s stock 
by another. Such ownership may be 
contrary to public interest, and in such 
case may be reached, but it was not 
shown to be harmful in this particular 
case, On the contrary, ownership of 
stocks was the method by which the 
public interests were protected against 
unwise legislation now fallen into dis- 
credit and recommended for amend- 
ment. Rebates, rate cutting, and un- 
economic competition were checked by 
this device, which was neither mali- 
cious nor injurious, but the reverse. 
Since the laws have been amended some 
railways have sold their holdings of 
other stocks, and others may do 6o at 
a favorable opportunity. 

It will be seen that the merits of the 
question are wider than Mr. Harri- 
MAN’S personality. His refusal to an- 
swer regarding specific transactions 
has created an impression that there 
was some undisclosed irregularity. He 
has himself to blame if this does him 
an injustice. That his acts have not 
done his companies any injustice is not 
left to inference ‘from the fact that no 
stockholder is complaining. The Com- 
mission itself found that his properties 
“as railroads are better today, with 
lower grades, straighter tracks and 
more ample equipment,” than when 
they came under his control.

TRANSFERS. 


The Receiver of the Third Avenue 
Railway favors us with a map showing 
the routes of his road and of its com- 
petitor colored in red and green, with 
the independent roads in yellow. He 
calls attention to the fact that all the 
red lines give transfers, and so do all 
the green lines, but they do not ex- 
change transfers with each other and 
cannot be compelled to do so. His the- 
ory of a transfer principle is that the 
red and green lines should be compelled 
to compete with each other for the‘yel- 
low lines, and to extend transfer priv- 
ileges according to the competition's re- 
sult. The principal north and south 
lines which would be brought into 
transfer relations by this plan are ; 
Second Avenue and the Belt, or ws 


are the Fulton, Twenty-eighth, and 
Fifty-ninth Street lines.

This | 
may be too much to hope for, and yet 
Mr. Wurrrivan has shown such in- 
genuity in starting fresh routes in con- 
nection with his system that he ought 
to feel encouraged to something bolder 
than his present proposition. It is good 
as far as it goes, but tt hardly makes a 
beginning. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


At first thought, the 
reception met by Mrs. 
CARRIE NATION on ar 
riving in Glasgow seems 
to bear out the ancient 
theory that without a surgical operation 
the Scotch mind is impenetrable by 4 
joke. Over here Mrs. NaTIon has been 
regarded as distinctly amusing by every- 
body whose property she didn’t happen to 
be destroying at the moment with her 
famous hatchet, and there is none of our 
towns, big or little, where her appearance 
equipped with weapons and words would 
not be regarded by the street crowds as a 
welcome break in municipal monotony, 
promising exoltement at the expense of 
one or more members of the liquor-selling 
class. 

And nobody here really oares much 
what happens to those particular traf- 
fickers, for, though a good many of us 
patronize them more or less frequently, 
most of us are ready to admit, when it 
comes to a matter of argument, that they 
might easily be in a better business. In 
Scotland, however, according to all ac- 
counts, the trade in intoxicants is viewed 
in one sense more seriously and in an- 
other less so, and attacks upon its vested 
interests and authorized representatives 
would naturally awaken something like 
popular indignation. Still, one cannot but 
notice that the “ mobbing” to which our 
vivacious reformer was subjected result-

conditions, in need of reform, to the notice of 
legislators—never in vain where the cause was 
good, and always with the certainty of -im- 
partial consideration only possible te the non 
partisan non-voter, who obviously has no ars 
to grind. 

I should lIfke to ask three clear questions of 
the women who listen to suffragette or suf- 
fragist speeches. 

First, what actual need*have women, {in New 
York State, for example, of a vote—what wrong 
to be righted to which our male legislators will 
not listen, and which they will not do some- 
thing to mend, as well and as soon as human 
limitations permit? ‘ 

Secondly, what to tmpartial eyes has been 
the gain to our four woman suffrage States— 
excluding, of course, the somewhat forced tes- 
tfmony of those whose re-election depends 
partly on the votes of women?, 

Thirdly, is the franchise a ‘‘right,”” a 
precious weapen, which men by force with- 
hold from ouf outstretched hands? Or ia it 
rather the burdensome necessary machinery of 
democratic 4 vernment? 

Some one has got to turn the cranks and 
wheels. But women have more Indispensable 
work to do, and our share in legislation is 
higher, more directly effective, less cumbrous, 
so long as only enlightened and disinterested 
women take any part fn publio effaira, than 
it would be if we were reduced to mere voters 
-—thoe ballot of the wisest of women worth no 
more than that of her dullest and most indif-

IMMIGRATION PICKING UP. 


Year’s Record for One Ship, 1,984 Per- 
sons, on Way Here on Amerika. 


The Hamburg-American Line announced 
yesterday that the steamship Amerika is 
on her way across to New York with the 
largest quota of immigrants leaving Eu- 
rope on any ship in over a year. She has 
1,984 passengers in her steerage. The 
next largest number this year, 1,545, 
reached here on the Kaiserin Auguste Vic- 
torla, of the same line, on Dec. 8. 

In addition, the Amerika has the larg- 
est total passenger list for the year, bring- 
ing 270 in the first cabin and 211 tn the 
second cabin, a total, with the steerage, of 
2,465 passengers. 

_The record number of immigrants to ar- 
rive in America on any one day this year 
was reached on Dec. 8 when over 
5,000 were landed from various liners. 
The total number of immigrants landed in 
the United States this year so far ts 886,- 
164. Emil Boas, the resident director and 
general manager of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Line, said yesterday that the revival 
in trade would undoubtedly continue to 
bring larger numbers of immigrants. 

The Hamburg-American Line also an- 
nounced that its steamship Hamburg, 
sailing from New York on Jan. will 
cail at the Azore Islands en route to 
Gibraltar, Naples and Genoa. This addi- 
tion to-the itinerary of the steamship was 
made to accommodate tourists. 


SIDEWALK SPECULATORS OUT. 


Must Quit Business Jan. 15, but Mayor 
Vetoes Hotel Ticket Ordinance. 


There will be no more sidewalk ticket 
speculators after Jan. 15. The Mayor 
signed yesterday the ordinance repealing 
all the old ordinances permitting the li-| 
censing of these yendors of theatre tick- | 


| ets, and therefore after thirty days the | 
| Speculator will cease to have the right to} 


do business on the sidewalk. 

Mayor McClellan, however, vetoed the 
other ordinance passed by the Aldermen, 
which was aimed to do away with the 
hotel speculators. This provided that the 
price of the ticket should be printed on its 
face, and that it should not. be sold at a 
higher price, or elsewhere than at the the- 
atre to which it gave admission. The 
Mayor declared in his veto message that 
the ordinance was unconstitutional and 
quoted a decision of Judge Parker in sup- 
port of his contention. 

The Aldermen met yesterday and re- 
ceived the Mayor’s message. Alderman 
Brown reintroduced his substitute which 
would make the sale of the ticket at the 
printed price a part of the conditions on 
which the license was issued. The meas- 
ure was referred to the Committee on 
Laws and Legislation. 


Mayor Vetoes Anti-Noise Ordinance. 
Mayor McClellan vetoed yesterday the 
anti-noise ordinance which the Aldermen 
passed two weeks ago. He gave as his 
reason for doing so the fact that the 
ordinance which referred to fiat wheels 
and other noise appurtenances of cars, 
did not contain any provision for the 
transportation of steel beams and similar 
material through the _ streets without 
noise.

High-grade employers read The New 
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TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 
/- -Umoertainty of Traders. 


There was nothing in the market de- 
velopment yesterday tending to reassure 
those who had become a little fearful that 
the stability of the market had been im- 
paired and that either a reactionary or 

. an irregular market was probable, Dur- 
ing part of the day stocks broke rather 
easily, and at no time showed such real 

perative power that brokers felt con- 
flashes enough to assure their clients that 
stocks were a purchase. One broker, who 
is a shrewd tape reader and one of the 
best men on the floor either in the execu- 
tion of orders or the gauging of senti- 
ment, told his office in the afternoon that 
it looked as if liquidation had been com- 
pleted, but that there was no indication 
of any buying which might. of necessity 
bring about higher prices. This in itself 
was conservative, but was also discour- 
aging to the man who believed that after 
a reaction there might be a scalping profit 
in buying stocks. The smaller traders 
who are long of stocks are holding on, 
some confidently, some a little nervously. 
The fact that many of the stocks are 
selling at a price which would seem to 
discount a large measure of prosperity is 
disturbing, but the apparent placidity 
with which some of the more important 
professional traders regard the hesitancy 
in the market serves to prevent many of 
the small accounts from being liquidated. 

*,* 
Money Getting Firmer. 


Call money exhibited a greater firm- 
ness yesterday than for a little time past, 
not so much in the rate as in other evi- 
dences reported by brokers. Money brok- 
ers also reported a firmer tendency in 
time funds, which is not at all surprising 
at this particular period of the year. The 


brokerage fraternity is mainly concerned | 


at present with the call money market. 
There are many houses which are rather 
“shy” on time money, to use the vernac- 
ular of the Street. In other words, the 
percentage of time money in the total 





loans is smaller than usual, and there is 
no great disposition to increase it, pro- 
vided the way appears clear for utilizing 
call money profitably in the next few 
months. Some brokers are conservative 
enough to maintain always the same pro- 
portion of time funds, but that is not the 
prevailing situation at the moment. Only 
the most conservative brokers express the 
opinion that there is any chance of a 
flurry in call funds before the end of the 
year. They do pot seem to think that 10 
per cent. money is a possibility. 
*,* 
Welcome an Investigation. 

No one appeared to be worried over the 
announcement that the Governor had ap- 
pointed a committe} to investigate Stock 
Exchange methods and report to him on 
the best method of preventing the ma- 
ehinery of the Exchange from being used 
for illegitimate purposes. It has been the 
purpose of the governing body of the Ex- 
change always to prevent the Exchange 
from being so used, and it is doubtful if 
any law enacted by the State Legislature 
een accomplish more along that line, so 
the brokers say, than the Governors of 
the Exchange can do under the present 
system. Most of the friends of the Ex- 
change have no objection to such an in- 
vestigation. The opinion was expressed 
that an impartial analysis might be ex- 
pected, and the report ovght to be con- 
clusive in more ways than one.

For instance, 
the Interborough stocks, particularly the 
preferred, broke rather easily at times, and 
Third Avenue dropped from 383% to 31 
with apparent ease. The preceding sale 
before 31 was recorded, was 82%, or a 
point and a half between sales. This was 
a substantial break from the opening 
prices. The tractions of late have been 
subject to all sorts of influences, They 
have had their day in the market when 
gossip was all bullish, when the tendency 
of prices was upward, and when extreme 
figures were predicted for every stock in 
the so-called traction group. This ad- 
vance was regarded as logical, so, of 
course, the reaction must be assumed to 
be illogical. There are many skeptics 
even among the traders in the traction 
stocks, but the average operator in these 
securities has a profound confidence in 
the ultimate outcome, from the point of 
view of the immediate market.

One of the mysteries of the moment is 

. the alleged big order for rails which the 
Pennsylvania has placed, is placing, or 
will place some time in the immediate 
future.
